COAL COMMISSION AWARDS 


T 


O those who have not closely followed the troubles 


between the coal miners anfl the operators from the 


beginning, the claims of both sides that they are satisfied 
-with the results proves confusing. 
The exact demands 


made by the men have been generally forgotten except 
by those who had a direct interest in keping informed. 
"Wfcat the miners have actually gained may be shown in 
summarized form of demands and awards as follows: 


1, An Increase of twenty per cent upon the prices paid 


during the ye.ir 1901 to employees performing contract 
-or piece work. 


A^vard- Ten per cent increase over rates paid in April, 


1901, to be received from Neovember 1, 1902. 


t. A reduction of twenty per cent in hours of labor, 


without any reduction of earning, for all employees paid 
by the flbur, day or week. 


Award: Eight-hour shifts at the nine-hour pay, effec- 


tivc< 199L'. in certain cases, and nine-hour shift at ten/ 
"hours pay in others. 


3. The adoption of a system by which coal shall be 


weighed and paid for by weight wherever practicable; the 
minimum rate to be sixty rents for an legal ton of 2,240 
pounds;*the differentials now existing at the various mines 
'to be maintained. 


Award' 
The miners may employ check and weighmen 


at their own expense, but the present methods of payment 
for mining coal will continue unless changed by mutual 
agreement.. The commission sa>s the cars shall be uni- 
form. If thf>ir size vanes the prices paid should vary ac- 
cordingly. 


4. 
The Incorporation of an agreement between the 


United Mine Workers of America and the anthracite coal 
companies of the wages which shall be paid ami the con- 
ditions of employment which shall obtain, together with 
satisfai tory methods for adjustment of grievances which 
may :iri«.f from tlm<- to time, to the end that strikes and 
lockouts may be unnecessary. 


Awaicl 
A permanent board of conciliation if estab- 


lished to settle disputes arising uncTPr this award. As to 
the futuie the c-onimission recommends some machinery 
for mnking lompulsoiy investigations of difficulties simi- 
lar to the Investigations made by this commission, and 
suggests a modification of Federal law of 1S88 to settle 
railrop.d controversies.

A PERPETUAL DEBT 


S 


OME of the utterances of Secretary of the Treasury 


Shaw indicate that he is becomlg an advocate of 


the English idea of a i>erpetual debt and to believe In the 
Bnglish doctrine "A public debt is a public blessing." Ev- 
ery person of intelligence knows that the present national 
banking system w.us devised primarily to furnish a market 
for our bonds. The law authorized and compelling that 
performance, taken in connection with the law taxing notes 
issued by State banks 10 per cent, turned the whole fin- 
ancial system over to the national banks, giving them a 
monopoly on the pa|»-r money system of the country, 
which they are loth to relinquish. Speaking on this sub- 
ject Secretary Sh.iw says
